ANysopy entering the office of a gas stove manu- 
facturer these days will see a curious sight in the shape 
of a small black object moving erratically in the center 
of a number of white ones. Closer scrutiny will show 
that the object in question is the manufacturer trying 
desperately to keep the top of his head above the sea 
of orders that engulf his office. 


ProFEssor CHas. HErtTy, government expert on 
forestry in the turpentine industry, delivered an ad- 
dress on Oct. 2d before the Turpentine Makers’ con- 
vention at Jacksonville, Fla., calling attention to the 
government experiments in the work of turpentine ex- 
traction. Professor Herty estimates that by his meth- 
od the yearly value of the turpentine production will be 
increased from $17,400,000 to $30,450,000. 

BRADSTREETS states that the total clearings at eighty- 
six cities for the month of September aggregated $10,- 
098,301,058, a gain of 13 per cent over those of Au- 
gust,.a percentage of increase only once equaled in the 
past decade. Indeed, there is usually, judging by 
past years’ experience, a slight decrease shown by 
September clearings from those of August, and this 
year’s large increase is, therefore, all the more notice- 
able. 


Imports of iron and steel have doubled in the last 
year, while exports of iron and steel are still falling 
off. The August import and export figures of the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics show that the importa- 
itons of iron and steel manufactures for the eight 
months ending with August are $11,000,000 greater 
than in the corresponding months of last year, while 
the exportations of iron and steel manufactures are 
nearly $5,000,000 less than they were in the correspond- 
ing months of last year, and $21,000,000 less than in 
the corresponding months of 1900. In the single 


month of August the imports increased more than 
$2,000,000 over those of August, 1901, and at the 
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present rate of gain the total imports of iron and steel 
in the calendar year 1902 will exceed those of I90I 
by $20,000,000. 


THE retail trade of the country have grave cause 
to be alarmed in the latest departure of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., who have recently opened up a grocery 
store at Watseka, Ill., and have sent out a circular to 
their customers and prospective patrons in the terri- 
tory for miles around that city notifying them that 
“for the convenience of their customers they will equip 
a retail warehouse from which all classes of groceries 
can be shipped at very low prices, and orders can 
be left for any of the goods listed in the catalogues 
of this concern.” If this venture proves profitable 
it will be very likely that this firm will start a retail 
hardware store in some convenient city. 


New methods are being introduced into the Welsh 
tin plate mills, where masters and men have agreed 
that the workmen shall follow the machinery. Ac- 
cording to the agreement the clause bearing on this 
question sets forth “that the workmen follow machin- 
ery consistently with the efficiency of the same 
and that the men be instructed to utilize the full period 
of time of each turn and the machinery in use.” It 
was the men’s own action that led to the insertion of 
this clause, the employers complaining that many mills 
finished at 7 and 8 o’clock,on Saturday mornings, 
whilst many of the workmen had finished their turn 
from one to two hours before the other turn had come 
in, allowing the rolls to chill, with danger of break- 
ages. In future the men must work their full turn 
from 6 till 2, from 2 till 10, and from 1o till 6; there 
must be no finishing at 7 or 8 on Saturday mornings, 
no limit to “make” for good orders, and no skulking. 
Good and bad orders are to be distributed equally 
amongst the mills, and there are to be no favorites. 


Tue August record of the foreign commerce of the 
United States is encouraging. The figures of the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics show that exports of 
manufactures have increased more than $2,000,000 
as compared with August of last year, and about $12,- 
000,000 in the eight months ending with August, 1902, 
as compared with the corresponding eight months of 
the preceding year. Meantime manufacturers have in- 
creased their imports of material for use in manufac- 
turing, the value of imports of articles in a crude con- 
dition which enter into the various processes of do- 
mestic industry having increased $2,000,000 in Au- 
gust, 1902, over August, 1901, and for the eight 
months show an increase of $28,000,000 over the same 
period of last year; while articles wholly or partially 
manufactured for use in manufacturing show an in- 
crease of $5,000,000 in the eight months, making the 
total increase in importations of manufacturers’ ma- 
terials in the eight months ending with August $33,- 
000,000, as compared with the corresponding eight 
months of the preceding year. Of the other classes 
of imports, manufactures and luxuries show an in- 
crease of $17,000,000, comparing eight months of 1902 
with the corresponding months of Igo1. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES.

GuostTs are associated in the popular mind with 
ruined castles and eerie caverns, but there are a good 
many hardware and stove men who are interested in 
a decidedly expensive and very unique supernatural 
personage whose manifestations have been occasional- 
ly seen in the down town district of Chicago whenever 
the gentleman who acts as secretary for this twen- 
tieth century spectre considers the occasion suitable 
for conjuring him up for mundane association. This 
ghost is not that of ancient troubadour or pilgrim, but 
is a kind of composite ghost, its name being the Chi- 
cago Hardware and Manufacturers’ Club. 


The ordinary everyday-club has a meeting place, a 
set of officers, a list of members, a constitution, dues, 
etc. The ghost was possessed of a name, nothing else.

The men 
who were supposed to be members were voted in an 
omnibus batch into a mechanical engineers’ club, 
which had been tottering on the verge of bankruptcy 
for several years and was snuffed out by court pro- 
ceedings last July—surely its end could not have been 
hastened by choking through its efforts to swallow the 
ghost club owing to the unsubstantiality of the lat- 
ter. Several gentlemen with depleted pocketbooks may . 
call me to account for declaring that the ghost club 
received no dues, but the suave letters sent out by A. 
A. Johnston, receiver of the Technical Club, bear con- 
clusive evidence that that organization was an Old 
Man of the Sea who managed by some legerdemain to 
hang around the ghost’s neck and get hold of the 
nice $62.50 and $12.50 checks that innocent hardware 
men supposed were going the ghost’s way. 

A club is supposed to have officers, but it would 
seem that the officials of this club were elected by 
the ingenious method of copying addresses from a 
hardware manufacturers’ directory, as this is the 
tenor of a letter received from one of the executive 
officers: “TI received notice that I was placed on the 
executive committee. I am not at all familiar with 
any of the transactions of the club, and have never 
been in the club house.” 

The cat burned its paws pulling the monkey’s 
chestnuts out of the fire, but it is charitable to pre- 
sume that parties interested in the recovery of Tech- 
nical Club dainties imagined that the ghost club 
could secure them from the flames without burning 
its immaterial fingers, but by a curious reversion of 
supernatural laws the poor ghost’s fingers were 
frightfully burned in the operation—in spite of the 
dictum of standard books on ghost lore to the con- 
trary. 

Well, the decorators, furniture men, landlord, 
waiters, and. other creditors of the Technical Club, 
will probably get the money after the lawyers have 
had their share and the hardware fraternity will have 
the experience. Its cheap, too, when you come. to 
think of it, as it is not everybody who can tell how 
he once belonged to a ghost club. What matters 
separation with a paltry sum like $75 for undisputed 


proof that you have been part of something that was 
not? 

What is the fun in belonging to a commonplace 
club with every appurtenance of modern club life 
compared to the exhilaration of membership in a 
club which, like Paddy’s flea, is ever elusive? 

The ghost deserves our sympathy anyhow. Its 
Chicago habitat is now occupied by a business wo- 
man’s club and the character of its surroundings is too 
severe even for the constitution of a ghost club that 
hasn’t any constitution. The ghost had to get out and 
at present’is, we understand, “en route to New Or- 
It hopes to get there by the time the hard- 
ware jobbers do. There are several ways of getting 
from Chicago to New’ Orleans, some straight and 
some roundabout. Crows we all know fly straight, 
but ghosts are inclined to zigzag a little, and the pre- 
cise line this dispossessed quondam sojourner in 
Clark street, Chicago, will take will probably be as- 
sisted by a steer from the ironagical coterie who seem 
to know the kind of a knock required to bring the 
aforesaid ghost on the stage.

From the Ann Arbor, Mich., Times of Oct. 3 I 
learn that “Leo Hawkins, ex-’02, has purchased an in- 
terest in a hardware store in Elgin, Ill, and gone 
into business.” It can be freely predicted that young 
Mr. Hawkins will find that the rendition into English 
of Juvenal’s satires or Quintillian’s rhetorical essays 
is a snap compared to securing a first-class tinner. He 
will also find that twisting one’s way through the 
maze of logarithm, sines, tangents, cosecants, differen- 
tials and quaternions was vastly easier than the dif- 
ferentiation of the 500 styles of bolts, butts, etc., car- 
ried by an up-to-date hardware store. Then again he 
will find that while the explanation of the concept 
of the sublime to a critical professor of psychology 
may have been difficult, it is sometimes even harder to 
convince a reader of the yellow commercial literature 
of the catalogue houses that a good cook with ample 
oven is cheaper in the long run than a “jerry-built” 
stove at one-third the price.

THE other day'I was in a pretty little place in east- 
ern Indiana. There were two general stores, one de- 
voted to dry goods and groceries, the other imple- 
ments, hardware and drugs, a photographer, soft-drink 
purveyor and hotelkeeper. The hotel keeper charged 
35¢. per meal, or $1.40 per diem, and I asked him if he 
made it pay. “O, well,” he said, “I make a fair liv- 
ing. My wife does the cooking and I wait on the table 
and we average about $8 or $10 a day. Sometimes we 
have ten or twelve traveling men at dinner, and four 
on an average will stay over night.” He was a cour- 
teous, genial man, and no one could begrudge he and 
his worthy spouse their honest and hard-earned living, 
but I could not help thinking how heavy a tax this 
hotel man’s receipts were on the jobbing trade of the 
little community in which he lived. The two stores 
were small affairs, employing one clerk ‘apiece and 
$3,500 a year for hotel expenses, not to speak of sal- 
ary, must have eaten up a goodly portion of the profit 
on their business. 

There is every year a keener scrutiny of selling ex- 
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penses. The manufacturing end of most businesses 
has been figured down to a fine point so there is a 
minimum amount of handling material. There is the 
keenest rivalry to use every dollar’s worth of by-prod- 
ucts. Office expenses are sharply examined, but in 
the sales department the expense is something dazzling. 
Productive and non-productive territory are alike 
raked with a fine tooth comb, and when the manufac- 
turer looks up his year’s expenses he is astounded at 
the heavy sum total of salesmen’s salary and traveling 
expenses. J. B. Richardson, of the Richardson Bros. 
Shoe Co., Nashville, Tenn., in writing on this subject, 
says: 

“That it is “costing too much to sell goods all are 
agreed, but as to the remedy there will be as many dif- 
ferent views as there are different minds. We should 
instill- into our salesmen the idea that loyalty to the 
best interests of their employers demands that they in- 
crease the volume of their sales, and that the increase 
shall be on lines which bear a better profit than the 
staple goods now so largely sold. They must be made 
to realize as we do that a large volume of business is 
the only thing that will enable us to get away from the 
unprofitable basis on which we are now working. Most 
salesmen are lacking in an ambition which would lead 
them to make strenuous efforts to reach a larger vol- 
ume of sales, and as a consequence a better salary for 
themselves. To do this the salesman must have a dis- 
tinct personality and an enthusiasm for his whole line 
which will enable him to sell bills in which the staples 
and profitable goods are more evenly balanced. My 
judgment is that we will have to adopt a fixed percent- 
age basis for our salesmen and adhere to it rigidly.” 
x* * * 


I note that the gifted editor of a contemporary in 
treating of the tinplate situation referring to the action 
of the Amalgamaed Association of Iron, Steel & Tin- 
plate Workers in refusing to accept a reduction in 
wages in order that the domestic mills might secure the 
Standard Oil contract, states that “This action on the 
part of the workmen has resulted in the reduction of 
output this year to the extent of at least 1,500 boxes.” 
In consideration of the fact that the Welsh tinplate 
works have always had this business of the Standard 
Oil Co., it is very hard to see how their continuation 
in possession thereof can cause a “reduction” of the 
“output” of the American mills. 


*x* * * 


A MIcHIGAMME, Mich., paper of Oct. 2. says: 
“From present indications wood stoves will be high 
this fall. There has been an advance of fifteen per 
cent within the past three weeks and the manufactur- 
ers are now talking of adding ten per cent more. This 
will bring the stoves at a higher figure than they have 
been at any time in years. C. F. Sundstrom, who 
handles stoves here, has a large supply on hand and 
he says he does not anticipate a shortage in Michi- 
gamme. It is said that many of the factories are 
crowded with orders for wood stoves and that there 
will be a shortage at points where the focal dealers were 
slow in placing their orders. There is mo coal in 
Michigamme and several have already stored away 
their coal stoves. Not a few have placed orders for 
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wood in carload lots and will burn wood whether 
there is any coal or not.” 


* * * 


Neary all Chicago coal dealers have gone on an 
educational campaign in behalf of bituminous coal. 
The advice of the city smoke inspection bureau to 
householders concerning the best methods of burning 
soft coal so far as to avoid smoke making is consid- 
ered by the dealers to have one defect—it does not 
advise the use of any special product. This omission 
is now being remedied by the coal men. Nearly all of 
them had printed sets of rules for smokeless burning 
of bituminous coal in cook stoves and heating furnaces. 
These are neatly prepared and on the opposite sides of 
the cards appear the advertisements of the dealers. 
The rules are invariably excellent. 

One coal dealer who was first in the field with this 
idea declares that it has already brought him thou- 
sands of new orders and that his “instructions to 
housewives and their servants” occupy the place of 
honor on hundreds of kitchen walls. The dealers do 
not hesitate to say that they hope to be able to show 
their new customers in residences that Illinois and In- 
diana coal can be utilized for all domestic purposes, 
that much of the. prejudice against it is unwarranted 
and that they need never burn any other fuel, no mat- 
ter when the anthracite strike is over. The dealers 
claim that when the winter has gone and people, after 
a closer acquaintance with soft coal, realize the amount 
of money they have saved by its use, there will have 
been built up in this city alone a new market for over 
a quarter of a million tons of bituminous fuel an- 
nually.

STRIKING STOVES.

The hot 
air flues extend from the leg base to the extreme top 
of the stove, taking in the cold air from the floor and 
conveying it up through flues on both sides of the stove 
and through a chamber directly over the fire, discharg- 
ing it thoroughly heated into the foom. The nickeled 


parts on this stove include an elegantly modeled and -

This dome is self-mounting and is not bolted to 
the stove and cannot discolor, as it is protected by a 
positive air circulation between it and the body of the 
stove.

McAfee the problem of winning out an order for 
White’s stoves and ranges and he sets about the job 
with joyous anticipation, but plant him in an easy 
chair with ink and paper at hand and offer him $100 
for a little passionate sonnet or bucolic quatrain and 
palsy will strike his hands; his persistence will van- 
ish like a tramp on the blind baggage when the brake- 
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man’s lantern hoves in sight; his energy will freeze 
as though deluged in a tank of liquid air and his savoir 
faire will become as invisible as the dividends of stock- 
holders in a fake oil company. From these facts it 
can readily be prognosticated that the honor of writing 
the poetical effusions appearing in the advertisements 
of this company is not one to which Mr. McAfee can 
aspire. What Shakespeare is to dramatic poetry, 
Homer to lyric, Cowper to pastoral verse and 
$yron to amorous cantos, that is M. Kirtley, the bulbul 
of Quincy, to stove poetry. To his genius a stove 
truck will suggest a rhyme and a stove repair house 
interior a rhapsody. Among his best known inspira- 
tions is the following: 


“Lo, the poor Indian, whose untutored mind’ 
Instinctively knows where the best he’ll find, 

Seeks out a White’s stove and exclaims ‘heap good! 
For burning lignite, hard coal, soft coal, wood, 

Or any other thing that fire will burn,’ 

Full soon this simple lesson he doth learn.” 


Mr. McAfee may have brought a line of stoves and 
ranges that please the public, but that is a mere prosaic 
task. Centuries after he is resting forgotten in his 
grave the monument of M. Kirtley, the sweet stove 
singer of the Sucker State, will be pointed out in one of 
the pretty parks of queenly Quincy.

BURNING SOFT COAL AND COKE. 





The Reading Stove Works, Reading, Pa., with Chi- 
cago office at 153-159 S. Jefferson street, Chicago, are 
sending out a little circular giving hints for using 
bituminous coal or coke as follows: 

TO START A FIRE. 

See that all dampers above the fire are open. 

Use same amount of kindling as for anthracite coal. 

Add coal or coke in smaller quantities than is used of 
anthracite coal or the fire will smother; or gas may accumu- 
late and puff the doors open. 

Don’t have too much draft under the fire until the coal 
is well ignited or there will be more smoke than can escape 
in the pipe, and it will come out into the room. 

Use a good body of coal, but do not fill the fire box too 
full, as bituminous coal expands when it begins to burn. 

Use a poker to break up the coke which forms, and don’t 
fear to do it well. Experience will teach how frequently 
this will be necessary. 

Buy what is called domestic size bituminous coal, or 
crushed coke if possible. 

No matter what the fuel—look well to the chimney. 

Use pipe the full size of collar. 

TO KEEP FIRE OVER NIGHT. 

Have a good fire. 

Add fresh coal enough for the night. 

Let full draft on a few minutes to burn off some of the 
gas. This will melt the coal into a cake, or “coke” it. 

Close all dampers below the fire and open all dampers 
above the fire—or take off the draft. 

Chimneys differ as to draft, so experiment until you learn 
just how to adjust dampers. 

Sometimes it is well after the fire is fixed as above to 
take the poker and punch a few small holes through the 
top of the coal. This will help if the chimney is dull and 
the fire dies out. 

In the morning stir the fire, put on draft and a good 
blaze will come up quickly. Keep flues well cleaned.

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The Heating Question in the Northwest.

The heating problem in the Northwest is an un- 
usually serious one this winter and there is a heavy 
turning to wood, lignite and even straw as fuel for 
thé coming winter on account of the scarcity of hard 
coal. Last week we published a number of letters 
from leading stove dealers in North Dakota and Min- 
nesota, showing how the situation affected the trade 
in that locality and this week we supplement their 
letters with a number more. 


FAVORS LIGNITE STOVES. 

N. H. Bjornstad, Ellendale, N. D., writes: 

“I do not think we will be able to get any hard coal at 
all this season; hence we can sell only Lignite burning stoves, 
and think it the only kind to use in this state after this. We 
don’t care to be at the mercy of those eastern monopolists 
any longer, either, for after a while they will want us to get 
off the earth.” 

OAKS ARE IN DEMAND. 

J. H. McCollum, Hope, N. Y., writes: 

“Theré are no base-burners being sold here this fall; only 
sale is on Oak stoves of every variety, which will answer for 
any kind of fuel. Lignite has been used very little here yet.” 


ARE SELLING LIGNITE STOVES. 

F..W. Heidel, Valley City, N- D., writes: 

“I- will say that we believe that there will not be any 
hatd-coal stoves sold this season.. We have our hard-coal 
stoves all at the factory yet, and will not need them, because 
there is no hard coal to be had at any price in Valley City, 
N. D., and by the time we will get some here, all of our 
people will be fixed for the winter, and don’t care to change 
and we don't believe we will see any hard coal before Janu- 
ary. 1, 1903. We are selling lignite stoves now and will this 
winter.” : 

PEOPLE WILL FALL BACK ON WOOD. 
: ..C. F. Ladner, St. Cloud, Minn., writes: 

. “Owing to the scarcity of hard coal and the uncertainty of 
getting any at all, the sale of hard-coal stoves is off, and I 
doubt whether we will be able to sell any at all. This makes 
it bad, from the fact that, owing to the prospective advance 
on, stoves,. we all purchased early and have our hard-coal 
stoves on hand and will have to carry them over. People 
here will use no Lignite and very little soft coal, but will 
fall back to wood, which, however, has also advanced fully 
50 per cent. The community will only realize what con- 
fronts them when the cold weather sets in, and I look to a 
great deal of suffering, especially among the poor people.” 

PEOPLE ARE DEFERRING ACTION. 


H. S. Cleveland, Minneapolis, Minn., writes: 

_ “I would say that in anticipation of an early settlement 
of the strike it is yet a little early to tell just what the effect 
will be upon the sale of hard-coal burners. However, we look 
for a drop in our sales of those stoves of from 25 to 40 per 
cent. We have as yet noticed very little increase for the de- 
fmand of lignite burners. Most people are deferring action, 
simply waiting in hopes. that there will soon be an abundance 
of hard ‘coal. If we do not soon obtain a sufficient supply 
of hard coal, of course there will be a demand for lignite and 
soft-coal burners.” 

ARE SELLING MORE SOFT COAL AND LIGNITE STOVES. 


Walker Bros.,- Carrington, N. D., write: 

“The high price of hard coal is not decreasing our trade 
any, I. don’t believe. Of course we are not selling hard-coal 
stoves, but are selling more soft-coal and lignite stoves. A 
good many ‘cases, folks are buying new stoves for lignite, 
when if they could get hard coal they would use their old 
hard-coal stoves. We here are in the lignite country, and 
don’t depend much on hard coal.” 


BOWDON RESIDENTS BURN LIGNITE. 

E. M. Leppler, Bowdon, N, D., writes: 

“I will tell you how it is around us up here. I think: we 
can’t even sell one hard-coal stove, but plenty of lignite- 
burning stoves, and I am glad we haven’t got very many 
hard-coal stoves on hand. Bowdon is only ten miles from 
a lignite coal mine, and people mostly get their coal from 
there, but then sometimes we sell quite a little in town. We 
did not make any preparations to push any stoves so far.” 

LIGNITE MEN UNABLE TO FILL ORDERS. 

Walter H. Thomas, Willow City, N. D., writes: 

“In regard to the coal situation here, as far as anthracite 
is concerned, there is none and seems likely to be none. We 
do not expect to sell a single hard-coal heater. The sale 
of lignite and combination stoves of various kinds will be 
correspondingly larger than usual. The great problem is 
going to be, how to get the coal.. Even now the lignite men 
are unable to fill orders placed in August, giving as a reason 
a shortage of men. Dealers in bituminous coal are still filling 
orders with a fair degree of promptness, but our impression 
is that when cold weather comes in earnest, there will be 
some lively hustling for fuel and a good many people in the 
Northwest will consider themselves lucky to be able to get 
fuel of any kind. When threshing is completed,. the lignite 
men may get some relief from the men who have been en- 
gaged with the threshing machines. The chances are that 
a good straw burner will find considerable sale this winter.” 

HARVEST FOR MAKERS OF LIGNITE STOVES. 

Paul N. Allen, Jamestown, N. D., writes: 

“Our trade on hard-coal stoves has been practically noth- 
ing up to this date. Our town was perhaps more unfortunate 
than many others from the fact that the dealers here had car- 
ried over very little hard coal, while in some towns we 
understand that fair stocks of hard coal were on hand at 
the beginning of the season, so that there was enough to 
start the season for all or nearly all who wanted to pay the 
price. Of course, the old saying, ‘It is an ill wind,’ etc, is 
well illustrated in the present conditions, as the operators 
of the lignite mines and the makers of lignite stoves are reap- 
ing their harvest now. 

“We have had a very satisfactory trade so far on lignite 
goods, and we have hardly had a touch of cold weather as 
yet. The great trouble is that the demand in this ‘section is 
so much larger for lignite stoves than usual that most dealers 
are not prepared for it, and when they order goods from 
the foundry, they find it impossible to get shipments at all 
promptly. 

“We have some orders. for August-1st shipment, which 
have not been shipped to date, and while we think this is an 
unusual case, yet there is no question but what manufacturers 
of lignite stoves are considerably behind in their orders. 
Should the strike be settled very soon, we will undoubtedly 
get some trade on’ Hard-coal stoves later on, and we should 
like very much to sée it settled soon.” 

ONLY 3 HARD-COAL. BURNERS IN CITY OF 5,000 POPULATION. 

E. J. Schultz, Bismarck, N. D., writes: 

“But little hard coal will be used here. Our population 
here is about 5,000, and I doubt very much that there will be 
to exceed three hard-coal burners used in the town. Lignite 
will be the fuel burned in all sorts of oak stoves. A number 
of stove manufacturers are putting out stoves they recom- 
mend as lignite burners. These are in good demand. Warm- 
air furnaces are also in good demand. -I believe there will 
be more furnaces put in this season than there ever has been 
in any one previous season. I claim this is due to the hard- 
coal question, from the fact that people who can afford a 
warm-air plant will not have lignite in the ‘rooms of their 
houses. I have even ’éxtended- the doors of three: different 
Oak stoves and incased them, making a small..warm-air far- 
nace capable of heating two or three rooms, to prevent, having 












lignite in the ‘house. This proves very satisfactory also, and 
is comparatively somewhat cheaper. Of course I can only 
speak of this particular point. However, I believe, judging 
from-all I can hear, this is general on the fuel question.” 
USUALLY SELL TEN SHEET-IRON TO ONE HARD-COAL STOVE. 

C. A. Heegaard, Mandan, N. D., writes: 

“Being in the heart of the lignite-producing part of the 
state, it is.a. hard matter to say just how much the sale of 
hard-coal stoves is affected by the present high price of hard 
coal, as we usually sell about ten sheet-iron stoves to one 
hard-coal burner, but I have replaced a number of hard-coal 
stoves with oak heaters this fall. In my opinion, the people 
- who are. ferced into the use_of-lignite by the present -high 
price of coal will be converted to its general use, and that 
a good air-tight sheet-iron stove will find a ready market 
among people who, have been in the habit of using nothing 
but hard-coal burners; for, when once understood and opera- 
ted intelligently, they will give the same satisfaction.” 


HAVE NOT UNPACKED A SINGLE HARD-COAL HEATER. 

Hunter Bros., Cando, N. D., write: 

“The price and scarcity of hard coal in this section is 
so serious that so far we have not unpacked or placed on 
the floor a single hard-coal heater, and from present indi- 
cations will not do so, having made up our minds that we 
will be compelled to carry our stotk over to next season. 
We have a full line of lignite-burning stoves on the floor, 
and this will probably be the bulk of our sales, excepting a 
few wood heaters. New lignite mines are being opened and 
the quality and quantity is increasing quite rapidly. This, 
with the fact that we should patronize home industries, will 
create a demand for lignite stoves.” 

DEMAND IS FOR CHEAP LIGNITE BURNERS. 

John M. Mulvey, New Rockford, N. D., writes: 

“Our output of hard-coal stoves will. be very small this 
fall. There are people who expect to set their hard-coal 
burners aside and are buying cheap lignite stoves to start in 
with, ipttending to put up their hard-coal burners when they 
¢an getithe coal. I have customers who have been burning 
lignite jin their base-burners for the last three years and like 
it. All it requires is crushing.” 

HIS CUSTOMERS ALL TALK OF BURNING LIGNITE. 

E. B. Thornhill, Jamestown, N. D., writes: 

“I should say the decrease in sale of hard-coal ‘stoves 
will be fully 90 per cent; in fact, I don’t think you could give 
a hard-coal stove away this season. My customers are all 
talking of burning lignite coal in their furnaces, and others 
are buying lignite stoves, which are in great demand, but 
not very plentiful. That is to say, a stove well adapted to 
this coal, which is the coming: fuel for the Northwest. I 
think if the stove manufacturers would give more attention 
to the manufacture of stoves suitable for this coal, there 
would be. far more lignite used. I have used this coal in 
my cook stove since ’81, and we like it very well. In cold 
weather the fire never goes out, night or day. With only a 
No. 9 hard-coal stove, it operates very good. Lignite coal 
has many enemies, owing to it not being so clean as hard coal 
and the quantity of ashes we have to carry out, but if we 
could have the proper grates, I think this could be largely 
done away with. The sale of lignite stoves is not pushed 
here.” 

HAVE CANCELED ORDERS FOR HARD-COAL STOVES. 

McIntosh Bros., Bottineau, N. D., write: 

“We do not expect to sell a hard-coal burner this season. 
We canceled all we had ordered, and do not expect to: sell 
what we carried over from last year. The only inquiries we 
have are for lignite stoves. We look for a good trade on 
them.” 

HARD COAL BURNERS WILL HAVE A REST.

“It is safe to say that hard coal burners will have a 
rest this winter, at least in this part of the state, as hard 
coal cannot be bought, and if to be had at all this season 
it will come too late, as the majority of the people will be 
supplied with soft.coal or lignite. Hot blast lignite heaters 
will be having a boom and are taking the lead of all heat 
appliances in this section.” 
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NO DEMAND WHATEVER FOR BASE BURNERS, 

Martin Timmer, Knox, No. Dak., writes: 

“As everybody is aware of the scarcity of anthracite coal 
there is no demand whatever for base burners, and stoves 
received before orders could be canceléd’ remain in ‘their 
original crates. 

“This coal scarcity will, however, not affect the stove 
trade, as it has created a good demand for soft coal and 
lignite burners. The lignite mine operators in the western 
part of our state are not very fast in filling orders at present 
owing to their inability to secure men to work the mines. 

“We have not had much cold weather and the stove 
season has hardly opened, although our dealer§ have turned 
eut quite a number of lignite burners. ‘ 

“A few people will have to replace their base tetebre: 
but the majority will not notice the coal. strike very much, 
as this has always been more of a lignite-burning section. 
No hard coal is expected here this year. Hocking Valley 
coal retails at $8.00 per ton and lignite coal at $4.00.”

Those orders, which have already been placed, have 
been contracted for at recent ruling prices, but orders 
given hereafter will find the market bearing a higher 
tone. It is probable that consumers will wait for some 
time before placing orders that the strength of the 
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strike may be accurately figured out. If there is any 
probability of the operatives remaining out for any 
great length of time a serious dilemma will confront 
the British Columbia canners.”
